francfurt, Nov. 13. The Congrets of Dire@orial Mi- 
nilters was opened here on the 12th inft. by a Propofiti- 


jon, op the Parr of the Elector of Mentz, whcrein his 


Highnefs returned his Thanks tu the feveral Princes, Di- 
reétors of the Circles of the Upper Rhine, Franconia, 
and Swabia, for fending thcir Minifters hither upon his 


Invitation, and exborted them to take the State of the 


Empire into their Confideration, and ta provide far its 
Detence and the Support of its Neutrality. 

Marfhal Traun has difpatched Officers to the feveral 
Princes in whofe Territories the Auttrians muff be lodg- 
ed, tu demand Quarters, and to defire that Commiffaries 
may be immediately feut to provide Subiiftance for the 
Troops, and regulate the Prices of the Rations and Fo- 
rage. M. Palm is gone this Morning to Ratisbon, and 
will be Gacceeded here by Baron Ranfchwach, as Mi- 
nilter from the Emperor-to the Circles. The French 
are returned from Worms and Spiers, within their own 
Limits, but neverthelefs thcir Army receives confiderable 
Reinforcements, and 17 or 18,c00 Mon are in March 
from the Side of the Netherlands for the Moftlle and 
the Saar. 

Berlin, Nov. 16. On the 14th inft. the Regiment of 
Wettemburg inarched from hence for Magdeburg, whi- 
ther all the Regiments that have been encamped near 
Halle, are going, in order to form an Anny of 24,000 
Men upon the Saxon Frontiers tiiere. The Day before 
Yefterday 1o Pieces of Cannon, 12 Pounders and fix 24 
Pounders, were embarked and fent down the Elbe to 
the faid Town; as was alfo a large Boat loaded with 
Gunpowder.. This Morning the Reigning Prince of 
Anhalt retaking the Command of that Arovy, fet out for 
Magdeburg. The Regiment of Bredow re-entred Yé- 
fterday to keep Garrifon here. From Silcfia we hear, 
that on the 4th inft. Prince Leopold of Deflau, upon Ad- 
vice that the Aufttian Troops intended to penetr.te thro’ 
Upper Lufatia. into Silefia, amt had pofted themfelves 
for that Purpofe at Friedland, ordered the whole Army 
to march towards Hirsberg, and the adjacent Places, to 


head his Army again,.fo his Majefty, the Prince of Praf- 
fia, Prince Ferdinand of Brunfwick, andifall thé Generals 
who have been here, fet out very early this Morning for 
Silefia. General Buddenbrock is left behind, as is Mat- 
fhal Schmettan,; and Margrave Charles; who continues to 
be confumptive. The orps under Colonel Franquini 
is {hid to have been attacked near Libau in Silefia, and 
to be. difperfed. 

Iibiteball, Nov. 18. Letters from Marfhal Wade of 

the rsth init. mention, that upon the News received by 
him of the Refolution of the Rebels to return from 
Brampton, in order to make an Attempt upon Carlifle, 
it had been determined, in a Council of War-held the 
fame Day tiereupon, to march on Saturday Morning 
the 16th inft. by Hexham towards Carlifle. 

Letters dated the sth of Novcmber from Penrith, 
give an Account, that a Perfon fent from the Governér 
of Carlifle to Marfhal.

Duffeldorp, Nov. 19. The Imperial Troops that were 
in the Neighbourhood of Mentz have marched up along 
the Rhine as far as Spire, and feveral of their Parties have 
made Inroads as far as the Borders of Lorrain. On the 
other hand, we hear that the French are affembling a Bo- 
dy of 18,cco Men on the Mofelle; and that M. Belleifle 
is actually artived there. 

Autwerp, Nov. 18. Tho’ the reft of the Br'tith Infant- 
ry is ordered home, there will be fill left in this Coun- 
try 22,000 Men iz Pay of Great Britain, befidesth Eng- 
lity Horfe. According to our Advices from Dunkirk, 
it is certain that Traniports are getting ready for an Em- 
barkat'on.

Turin, Nov. 2. The Letters we have received here 
concerning the Retreat of the’ French from betore Ceva, 
fay, that when General Leutrum, who commands in 
that Place, perceived that the Marquis de Mirepoix was 
making the neceflary Difpofitions for retiring, he detach’d 
near’ one half of the Garrifon, who made a Sally, and 
killed about s0 of the French. By this Retreat the Bare 
bets and other Fiedmonteze Parties are enabled to ¢onti+ 
nue their Incurfions on the Territories of the Republick 
hae. and do the Inhabitants a great deal of Mif- 
chief. 

Bruffels, Nov. 11. According to private Advices from 
Dunkirk, above 12 Ships have fail’d from that Port 
within thefe three Weeks, laden with Arms and Ammu- 
nition for the Rebels in Scotland: Several Officers and 
Engineers likewife embarked in thofe Veflels, fome of 
which were bound tothe Eaftern and others to the Wetft- 


ern Coafts of that Kingdom. Ships are fill going out 


from that Port, with Ammunition, Arms, Moncy, &c.

Hague, Nov.23. Advices from the Infant Don Philip’s

LONDON, Mv. 19. 
After pretending to advance lower down the Rhine, 
the French, who were crowded up in Spire and the 
neighbouring Towns and Villages, have entirely evacua- 
ted the Empire, and are retired into Alface, the Huifar 
and other light Troops harrafling them all the Way at 
their Heels. Upon this, the Troops of the Circles are 
marching to fill the Pofts that have been affigned them, 
and form a Line all along the Fronticrs of tne Empire. 
It is thought thefe Troops will be’equal in Number to 
both the Detachments that have been fentto Saxony, and 
the Dutch Auxiliaries, who have been remanded into 
their own Country. 
Thurfday 18 Pieces of Cannon, 6 Pounders, 85 Car- 
riages Joaden with Powder and Ball, and 6 Waggons 
full of Pick-axes, Shovels, Buttle-axes, &c. fet out trom 
the Tower for the Forces actually going down to Lan- 
cafhire. 
The fame Day 17 Tin-boats, attended by 200 Matrof- 
fes and 30 Gunners, and Bombard’ers, alfo took the 
‘Route to Lancafhire, as did likewif Meiiis. Pearfon, 
Meliton and Swilt, who are appofnted Engineers to the 
above-mentioned Train.

We hear trom Spain, that they work Night and Day 
in their Ports in the Mediterranean, in fitting out a con- 
fiderable Fleet, which they fay is to fail to the Streights, 
and make an Attempt upon Gibraltar, in order to draw 
away fome of the Ships that are conttantly cruizing to 
prevent the Embarkations for Scotland, or elfe bring off 
Admiral Rowley trom: fupporting the King of Sardinia 
and infulting the Genoefe.
